At this time of year, father used 
to go into the city on the milk 
train to buy apples and other win­ 
ter supplies. 
Going into the city 
was an event at our house with 
pleasing features of dressing and a 
break in the routine; we envied peo­ 
ple who could ride on the plush 
seats and walk down the aisle for a 
drink of water. 
Getting father 
dressed 
was mother’s 
chore to 
which he contributed grunts and 
grievous complaints; by the time 
the milk cans were loaded into the 
wagon he was all sprused up in 
clean dickey, the best,black and the 
kid boots with straps and purplish 
tops; boots and black were a part 
of his wedding raiment which serv­ 
ed for best more years than is 
now credible to remember. On the 
train, Noble Jones would sell him 
a rid* on his ticket and his errand 
took him directly to South Water 
Street, which was a scene of varied 
and interesting activities with its 
warehouses, its boxes, bales, crates 
and barrels, its drays, carts and 
heavy teams and its alluring and 
suggestive odors; having walked it 
often in the old days carrying a 
heavy valise, it is pleasant to file 
its memory away with the San 
Francisco water front and the San 
Diego harbor just at sunset before 
the fishing fleet put out. 
Among 
other necessities, father bought a 
sack of green coffee berries, later 
to be roasted in the spider and 
ground in the coffee mill by the 
butt’ry door. 
He was canny in 
choosing his apples, sampling free­ 
ly before deciding but invariably 
selecting one 
barrel of Northern 
Spies, one barrel of Baldwins and 
one of Greenings. 
It was a great 
day when the barrels were deliver­ 
ed at our station and brought home 
in the milk wagon, snugly covered I 
with horse blankets; the wagon was 
backed up to the outside cellar door !

stone steps on an improvised slide 
of boards.

lar they joined a goodly company, 
the potato bin 
against the south 
wall, the vinegar barrel, the sor­ 
ghum keg, a pile of pie pumpkins 
and hubbard squash, various roots,
